the state Claims Commission 
Thursday to award him $40,000 
in damages on charges he was 
beaten unnecessarily by a State 
Police officer.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — The 


state Public Service Commis- 
sion Thursday asked the Fed- 
eral Power Commission to su- 
spend a gas curtailment policy 
submitted by Arkansas Louisi- 
ana Gas Co. because it could 
cause a shortage of electrical 
power in Arkansas this sum- 
mer. 


The FPC has approved a cur- 


tailment policy submitted ,by 
Arkla that lists electric distri- 
bution companies as among the 
first industries that might have 
their gas supply curtailed in an 
effort to preserve natural gas 
for the winter months. The cur- 
tailment policy is to go into ef- 
fect Tuesday. 


Most of the electric distribu- 


tion companies in Arkansas re- 
ly on gas as a fuel to supply 
power to generate electricity. 


The PSC challenged the au- 


thority of the FPC to determine 
the curtailment policies of gas 
companies in Arkansas. It also 
asked the FPC to suspend the 
policy for 120 days so that the 
PSC could help power com- 
panies adjust to the curtailment 
policy and also develop a less 
dangerous policy that could be 
submitted to the FPC.

April 15 requiring all natural 
gas distribution companies in

Jim Law, superintendent of 


the railroad's Illinois division, 
said a rear wheel on the lead 
engine started sliding 1M> miles 
north of the accident scene but 
the train's engineer never knew 
it. 


The 
derailment 
occurred, 


Law said, when the wheels, 
misshapen by the friction of 
sliding, struck a crossing mech- 
anism which railroaders call a 
"frog." 


"If there hadn't been a 


crossover there, 
the 
defect 


might have been detected as 
the train rounded a bend fur- 
ther on," Law said. "We sus- 
pect it was an electrical mal- 
function in the traction works." 


The crash was the first major 


accident under the new national 
Amtrak system, under which 
the Illinois Central and other 
railroads operate passenger 
trains. 


Investigators from the Na- 


tional Rail Safety Board, the 
National Transportation Safety 
Board and the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission came to the 
scene. 


Alan S. Boyd, Illinois Central 


president, toured the wreckage 
for two hours. He said the

was

opened and said the track was 
"in first-class condition." 


The train departed Chicago 


at 8 a.m. and was scheduled to 
arrive in New Orleans at 1:30 
a.m. today. The accident oc- 
curred about 12:20 p.m. near 
Tonti, a whistle-stop 240 miles 
south of Chicago. 


Witnesses said 1,200 feet of 


track were twisted and hurled 
by the crash. 


"God, it was horrible," one 


survivor said. "I saw a woman 
pinned under the rails and she 
had to be cut free. She later, 
died." 


Melvin Maxey, 63, a farmer 


who lives a mile from the acci- 
dent scene, said, "People were 
climbing out of the cars and ly- 
ing on the rails ... everybody 
was screaming."

dent Nixon's revenue sharing 
proposal have found new but 
unwitting allies among New 
York City's bridge tenders and 
sanitation workers.

munition for antirevenue-shar- 
ing forces who say the federal 
giveaway would result in more 
of the same for still other U.S. 
cities. 


The strikes, while the House

promptly got into the legisla- 
tive deliberations on the plan to 
share $5 billion with states and 
local governments. 


Referring directly to Mayor 


John V. Lindsay's difficulties, 
Rep. Martha W. Griffiths, D- 
Mich., said "if we give them 
cities the money, how can we 
keep them from coming back 
for ever-increasing amounts for 
their employes?" 


The Nixon plan would dis- 


tribute the funds with .no 
strings attached.

members' 
questions 


have indicated they want any 
help to local jurisdictions to 
concentrate on such things as 
restoring or preventing cuts in 
public services rather than in- 
creasing employe benefits. 


"What we would have," Mrs. 


Griffiths said of revenue shar- 
ing, "is city governments nego- 
tiating with their 
employes, 


knowing we are paying the 
bills." 


Murray Drabkin, a New York 


lawyer with experience on con- 
gressional staffs, said a major 
reason for rejecting the Nixon 
plan is "the demonstrated in- 
ability of state and local gov- 
ernments to resist excessive de- 
mands." 


Employe relations, he said, 


are now a testing ground for 
government.

Dear Shocked: 


Purveyors of such "literature" 


know exactly how far they can go 
under the postal laws and they 
stop a centimeter short of the 
limit. These advertisements can 
be returned to the post office, 
with complaints—or quickly 
burned. 


...But don't blame your son, 


Shocked! Judging from the types 
of people who received that 
"How to" film-promotion sizzler, 
the seller must have hijacked his 
mailing list from the nation's 
leading digest magazine.

NEW YORK (AP) - Clete 


Boyer, fined $1,000 for betting 
on football games, and his stor- 
my departure from the Atlanta 
Braves still a matter of dis- 
pute, is free today to pursue his 
baseball career. 


The veteran third baseman 


was fined Thursday by baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn for 
betting on college and pro foot- 
ball games in 1968 and 1969. 


The action clears the way for 


Boyer to seek a deal with an- 
other club. All negotiations be- 
tween Boyer and any team 
were suspended by Kuhn pend- 
ing his investigation into the 
gambling issue. 


"It is true that a couple of 


years ago I made a few bets on 
football games with a man I 
thought was a friend. I have 
never bet on baseball and I 
have never made any kind of a 
bet with anyone I knew to be a 
bookmaker," Boyer said in a 
statement issued by the office 
of Marvin Miller, executive di- 
rector of the Players' Associ- 
ation. 


However, the 34-year-old in- 


fielder later said, I'm innocent, 
but I don't see any sense fight- 
ing it—the commissioner has 
shown a very understanding at- 
titude." 


With Kuhn's investigation and 


the fine, believed to be the first 
in which a player has been 
fined for betting on another 
sport, Boyer said he would like 
to play on the West Coast. 


It was learned Oakland has 


contacted Boyer since his de- 
parture from Atlanta. Oakland 
owner Charles 0. Finley was 
not 
available 
for 
comment 


Thursday but Manager Dick 
Williams said: 


"We've been running hot and 


cold on Boyer. If we can make 
something else work, we'll be 
better off." 


Meanwhile, Miller is seeking 


to get Boyer his severance pay 
from Atlanta. 


Boyer got into trouble with 


Atlanta when he said, in print, 
that "there shouldn't be a place 
for a guy like (General Man- 
ager Paul) Richards in base- 
ball, and the manager (Lum 
Harris) wouldn't be here unless 
he was one of Paul's pals. Ed- 
die Matthews (Braves coach) 
should be the manager—that's 
how much I think of him." 


Richards 
then 
questioned 


Boyer's ability and said he 
could have his release if he 
waived 
his severance pay, 


about $15,000. Boyer, hitting 
.245 with six homers and 19 
runs batted in in 30 games until 
he left May 23, agreed to do so 
and become a free agent May
